Spaatz Says Reds Have Plane 
That Imperils All U. S. Cities 


: NEW YORK, July 1 iff}—Gen. 
Carl Spaatz says 


Russia has developed a plane that puts '-practically 
every U. S- industrial area of consequence" within 
range of a one-way, no return mission from Soviet soil. 


Spaatz, retired commander of the U. S. Air Force, 


said in a Life magazine article the 
plane was most ".copies" from.the 
American B29. He identified the 
Russian plane as the Tupolev 
TU-70. 


"There is reason to believe,'', he 


said, "that the Russians now possess 
several hundred of them and are 
manufacturing more at a fairly 
good rate." 


Spaatz said the Tupolev model 


was copied from three "lost" B29's 
which made emergency landings at 
Vladivostok, Siberia,'in 1944. 


"The advent of the Tupolev," he 


said, "signifies the final piercing of 
the ocean cushion behind which, 


<»during two wars, we mobilized our 


Spaatz 
industrial capacity undisturbed."

tain" surrounding the "mystery" of the three 


B29's "was parted this year at the Soviet armed 
forces' great May Day show." 


He said 10 of the Tupolev models—"obviously 


the bomber imitation"—appeared in the show. 


"One wonders whether Russian engineers ..were 


able to reproduce all the other marvelous details" 
as well as "the general B29 structure," he said.

SPAATZ SAID the Tupolev, "from either Mur- 


mansk or Eastern Siberia," could reach "practically 
every U. S.-industrial .area of consequence" on a one- 
way, no-return flight. 


Spaatz said "some airmen have been puzzled that 


the Russians should have committed their hard- 
driven air factories to the production of an air- 
plane which was already seven years old on the 
drawing boards. 


"The Tupolev's radius," he added, "obviously 


falls far short of the requirements for TNT war- 
fare against the Western hemisphere from Rus- 
sian bases.
